in the northwestern part of this county, 
have declared war against tlio Sliding 
miik ordinance of 
Milwaukee. 
There

Wednesday evening. Not only has the 
tight reached this county, but Wniikesha, 
and other counties adjacent to Milwau- 
kee, 
as well. The Bailing ordinance is 


expected to go into effect at Milwaukee 
on April 1. The ordinance pertains to 
the examination of all cattle from which 
milk is received and shipped into Mil- 
waukee. The proposed new organiza- 
tion, against this ordinance, baa agreed 
to pnv an assessment to tight it. It is 
proposed to' enjoin the city of Milwau- 
kee from carry ing'the ordinance into 
effect. There lias also been held a big 
meeting at Waukesha. 


Split in Shippers' Ranks, 


One of the features of the' fight against 


the city and the Bading ordinances is 
the split which has been caused within 
the ranks of the milk and cream ship- 
pers. According to the statement of of- 
ficials of both sides the ranks arc about 
evenly divided. Members of the new or- 
ganization arc said to number about 400, 
and members of the Milk and Cream 
Shippers," association, who-indorsed the 
Hading ordinance, number 350.. 
, Dr. Shurpc 'and Mr. Rowan, leaderp in 
the fight against the Bading ordinance, 
made-fiery attacks on the new municipal 
law. saying that the tuberculin test was 
a fraud.

ability was incurred in the- service, his 
mother would likewise have difficulty in 
proving it.

ed lo introduce a special bill for the relief 
of Mrs. Nelson, nnd will do so at the 
next se-ision of congress.

MADISON. March 15.—Special—Mad- 


ison, tho capital of the. state, may some- 
time in the future be partially governed 
by the state legislature. The federal 
government exercises a general govern- 
ment over the city of Washington, and 
the idea has been presented to the legis- 
lature to permit a similar plan for the 
government of Madison. The idea was 
brought to public attention by an ad- 
dress of John M. Olin. president of the 
Madison Park and Pleasure Drive asso- 
ciation, last January, which has resulted 
in the introduction of a joint resolution 
in the upper house, by Senator Donald 
of Dane county, to accomplish this pur- 
pose. 


Senator Donald's resolution, which will 


be given a public hearing in a few days, 
provides that tho state constitution be 
amended by adding to section 31 of arti- 
cle IV. the following: 


"Kxeept that the legislature may en- 


act special legislation with reference to 
the city of Madison, including the power 
to amend the city charter." 


The reading of the resolution discloses 


little of the possibilities contained there- 
in. In order to make this plan affective 
this resolution must pass two successive 
legislatures and then receive the approv- 
al of the people at the general election. 
Before the plan would become operative 
several years must elapse. The 'city of 
Washington 
has been 
governed 
with 


such heralded success that there is con- 
siderable sentiment for 'the passage of 
the resolution that will permit the leg- 
islature to pass special laws of interest 
to Madison. 


In his resent address Mr. Olin advo- 


cated a modification of the Washington 
plan and said that substantially the 
same results could be secured "in a way 
much simpler and loss radical by the en- 
actment of a statute (after the consti- 
tution has been amended) providing that 
Madison should be governed by .a com- 
mission of five, tnree to be elected by 
the citi/.ens of Madison, two to be ap- 
pointed by the governor an;!' continued 
bv the senate, each member to hold of- 
fice for live years, and to be paid a sal- 
ary of $3.000, by the city of Madi.-on, 
the law to'specifiy in a general way the 
qualification of such commissioners. The 
salary should be sufficient lo command 
the services of able men, well qualified 
for their important duties. 
In case the 


city did not rise to the occasion by se- 
lecting skilled and competent men. then 
three 
out 
of 
the five 
commissioners 


could be appointed by the governor, not 
less than four out of t.he five to be citi- 
zens of Madison. I notice that Portland, 
Oregon, is to vote in April on a new 
charter which provides for a city com- 
mission consisting of a mayor, whose sal- 
ary is to be $0.000 and the live other 
members whose salary is to be $.'1,000 
each. San Diego has already adopted 
the commission plan. 


Expense is Large. 


"Tiie above may seem to some radical 


and in :i measure undemocratic. But the 
situation here is unusual. It is no fault. 
of Madison that it was selected as the 
capital of the state and the home of its 
university. It is no fault of Madison 
that it is not large enough or wec'.tliy 
enough to meet the burden of doing 
some things that must be done if Madi- 
son is to be a' capital worthy of the 
'great state of Wisconsin. But Madison 
will be at fault if it does not- stand 
ready to fully and heartily co-operate 
with the state in the adoption of such 
legislation as may be necessary to make 
the state fuel thnt it is its capital, and 
that hero the state shall have direct rep- 
resentation in making Madison a model 
state capital, a model home for the uni- 
versity, and R model city. 
"The'plan advanced by.Jfr. Olin might 
be .carried but under the .resolution pre- 
sented to the legislature by Sct.ator Don- 
ald and this is the first step taken to- 
-ward that einf.

Assemblyman's Plan Puts All Power of 


Regulating State's Income With Leg- 


islature—Distribution 
of 
Railroad 


Funds is Chief Matter to be Considered 


MADISOX, Wis., March 13.—(Special) 


—That thr whole taxing power of the 
state might be disrupted if the Onstad 
resolution to amend 
the 
constitution 


were adopted is the opinion of some of 
the legislators. So far the resolution has 
escaped notice, but if it were ever en- | 
grafted into the state constitution it j 
would radically change the law of taxa- 
tion in this state. 


A'ssemblyman 
Onstad's 
resolution 


wipes out all phases of the constitution 
relating to taxation and leaves it to the 
legislature to exercise sole power and 
control in the matter of 
levying 
and 


collecting taxes. 
The present constitu- 


tion provides that all taxation must be 
iuiifor.il. subject only lo the additional 
power that an income tax may be levied. 
This last provision of the constitution 
came into effect this year. 


The Onstud rujolution provides as fol- 


lows: 


"Be it resolved Vv the assembly, the 


senate c-onciirrisj. that section 1 of ar- 
ticle 8 of the constitution be amended 
to read: 


"Seetior, 1.—Taxrs sS,«ll be imposed 


in such meriS1;-: 9^ iv>J legislature shall 
prescribe.'' 


Assemblyman Jf. J. Cleary. chairman 


of the assembly committee on taxation, 
does not belieie that the Onstad reso- 
lution will gut very far. but its presen- 
tation to the legislature is said to indi- 
cate (he drift of modern thought ns re- 
gards taxation and also that future leg- 
islatures will have to wrestle with the 
proposition for throwing down the con- 
stitutional limitations which the found- 
ers of the state held in high regard.'If 
the Onstad resolution were over passed 
the subject of elianging the system of 
taxation would be one for determination 
by the legislature, which might fix any 
tax that it desires. 


The most important matter to come 


before the taxation committee, 
aside 


from the consideration to be given the 
income tax problem, is whether the rail- 
road taxes eojlected under the ad va- 
lorem law. shall l:e distributed back to 
the counties. 
Several cities are urging 


such a measure and there is a possibil- 
ity of passage.
